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Racing Commission 


OUISIANA has a new administration which 

apparently is thinking of doing right by our 
Nell. Under the old administration, politics pro- 
tected racing against the law, but nothing pro- 
tected racing against politics. The new gover- 
nor, it is understood, would like to have the sport 
given a more respectable legal standing. In this 
connection a letter has come to THE BLOOD-HORSE 
from a citizen who wonders whether it is ad- 
visable to incorporate a provision for a State 
racing commission in the prospective new law 
which would legalize racing with pari-mutuel 
betting. 

If the citizen is asking many people this ques- 
tion he will probably be surprised at the unanim- 
ity of the answers. By all means Louisiana should 
have a racing commission. 

In the first place, there is no other precedent 
available right now for the State to follow. Every 
state which has legalized racing has a commis- 
sion. Ever since Kentucky led the way by estab- 
lishing the commission form of control in 1906 
the trend has been steadily in that direction, and 
now even New York, whose racing was ably pre- 
sided over by The Jockey Club, finds it necessary 
to turn over to a commission the principal re- 
sponsibility for the good conduct of the sport. 
The commission form of control has been tested 
too long for its efficiency to be questioned, and 
its success is evidenced on every hand by the un- 
precedented popularity which racing enjoys to- 
day. 

Racing is a sport of infinite detail and extreme 
specialization. It cannot be mastered in a few 
easy lessons. Years of experience and applica- 
tion are necessary to provide the background for 
a working knowledge of the sport. The policies 
which govern it ought to be made by men who are 
equipped with a thoroughgoing knowledge of rac- 
ing. It is impossible for legislators, who cannot 
be expected to know in detail the problems of 
racing, to frame laws and fix policies adequate 
for all emergencies and all occasions. In the

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main the policies must be established by special- 
ists in the field. 

There is very little doubt that the commission 
is the best form for the government of racing. 
The question is virtually non-debatable. Hence 
the important issue centers around the personnel 
of the commission, for here lie the roots from 
which will grow the good or ill fortune of racing. 

A great responsibility is put upon a member of 
a racing commission, and his qualifications ought 
to be in keeping with that responsibility. He 
should be a man of unquestioned and demon- 
strated integrity. He must have the mature 
judgment to weigh soberly the interests of the 
state, the racing public, the track, and the horse- 
men. He must have enough regard for the per- 
manent welfare of the sport to resist such meas- 
ures of expediency as would gain a temporary 
advantage for one of these interests but would 
eventually have an adverse effect upon the whole. 

The membership of the commission ought to 
be diversified enough to give assurance that each 
of the four parties—state, public, track, and 
horsemen—will have forceful and intelligent rep- 
resentation. At the same time the interests of 
the tracks ought not to be allowed to dominate 
the commission. It is a conviction of ours that 
the personnel of a state racing commission ought 
not to be too intimately connected, either 
through finance, friendship, politics, or marriage, 
with the management of the race tracks under 
its control. Paradoxically, it is in Kentucky, 
where the commission form was originated and 
where horsemen have the greatest interests, that 
the race tracks have most completely dominated 
the commission. 

Finally, and most emphatically, the office of 
racing commissioner ought not to be a political 
plum. The Jack Horners who pull out such 
plums must be politicians, and politicians must 
represent political superiors. The racing com- 
missioner Ought to be first, last, and always 
faithful to the best interests of racing. Both poli- 
tics and racing will fare better if they can manage 
to fare separately.

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Speed, at a Price 


VERY once in a while someone, usually new 

to the game of racing, begins to look about 
him and discover splints, bowed tendons, con- 
tracted feet, bad knees, and the like, and he im- 
mediately sets up a cry for the sturdy giants of 
yesteryear, which could run all day over any kind 
of going, ship in box cars or be walked 60 miles 
over the common highway, etc., etc., and never 
take a lame step. Along with this goes a de- 
ploring of the unsoundness of the pampered 
darlings of today. 


Well, I am not so sure. Bend Or was not a 
sound horse when he won the Derby at Epsom, 
and he was never entirely sound afterward. 
Domino, according to Foxhall Keene, bowed in 
both front tendons as a yearling, and he had to 
be retired because one foot became so bad that 
he would bite and kick when asked to gallop. 
Spendthrift developed a permanent affection in 
the wind. Hindoo went wrong about a tendon 
sheath. Hanover had to be “nerved” at four to 
run out his great record. St. Frusquin broke 
down in the suspensory ligaments of both fore 
legs. *Rock Sand bowed in the Jockey Club 
Stakes. Orme went out with a ruptured liga- 
ment. Hermit was a bleeder. *Star Shoot de- 
veloped wind trouble and had shelly feet. Gal- 
linule bled. Sundridge had a consistently bad 
fore leg. Barcaldine stood in a tub of ice before 
racing in the Northumberland Plate and came 
back so lame he never raced again. Roi Herode 
bowed a tendon. 

That is a fairly impressive, but by no means a 
complete list, and it indicates that the “unsound- 
ness of present day horses” is not easily to be 
blamed on the Roosevelt administration. Just as 
there were brave men before Agamemnon, there 
were unsound horses before Bend Or. 


I should like to point out that there is not so 
much difficulty about breeding sound horses. The 
U. S. Remount does it very well, though they make 
something of a short cut by using half-bred 
mares. But it can be done with Thoroughbreds, 
if you are careful about selecting types. And 
after you succeed in breeding a horse that prac- 
tically can’t be broken down, you will find that 
he can’t win for $200 at Phoenix, Ariz. 

It is unfortunate that extreme speed must be 
paid for with extreme fragility, but the fact is 
there. Any baseball follower knows that a speed 
ball pitcher is heir to all sorts of muscular ail- 
ments and torn ligaments and the like, whereas 
a slower pitcher doesn’t have as much trouble 
or win as many games. And your new automobile 
may confidently be expected to go some thous- 
ands of miles without adjustment, whereas those 
things that tear around the Indianapolis speed- 
way are lucky to run out the 500-mile course 
without mechanical difficulty. 

Perhaps some way can be found, as we grow 
wiser, of combining the sturdiness of the plow 
horse with the speed of the racer. Meanwhile 
most owners will be glad to put up with a Sea- 
biscuit with a sore knee, a Fighting Fox with a 
— leg, or an Equipoise with a bleeding fore 
oot.

Who Done It? 


OT being really partial to being trampled on 

through all of a spring afternoon, the tenant 
of this corner spent May 4 quictly in Lexington, 
waiting for Bimelech to win the Derby. If I am 
to believe the testimony of eye-witnesses he 
failed to do it, and indeed had a difficult time 
taking second place. For the following three 
days I have been dealing with assorted excuses, 
none of them, I am happy to say, emanating from 
Idle Hour Stock Farm or its connections. Opin- 
ion seems fairly evenly divided. Either Jockey 
Freddie Smith lost the race by going wide most 
of the way and leaving Gallahadion clear sailing 
on the rail, or Trainer William Hurley lost it, 
by knocking the horse out in the Derby Trial 
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Stakes on the previcus Tuesday. There is an in- 
considerable minority which blames the whole 
‘hing en the late Kentucky season, which hamp- 
ered training activities. But so far there seems 
to be no one to hint that a horse named Bimelech 
lost the race to a horse named Gallahadion, by 
net running fast enough through the last quarter- 
mile. An occasicna!l factor in the result of horse 
racing is the relative speed of the horses engaged, 
ond this might well be the case here. Not being 
’ witness to the preceedings at Churchill Downs 
May 4 I will not be positive of this. But I will 
see whot goes on in the Preakness next Saturday, 
avd make further report next week. 

The Derby selecting in this column last week 
wes net notably exact. But there was one allevi- 
ating fector. Dit was picked to run third, and he 
did, bless him. 


That New Gadget 


\JEW YORK used to have the best racing in the 
(N United States. Maybe it still has; someone 
from this locality will have to run up there and 
see. There are occasional rumors of horse racing 
around Jamaica, but those who used to record 
such activities are standing about in round-eyed 
amazement, staring at the winking lights of the 
totalizator board, much as we from the provinces 
are supposed to gawk at the lights on Broadway. 

Just now Turf writing in New York is excellent 
training for future government positions; the 
boys take figures in the millions, multiply them, 
divide them, and play around with them generally. 
So far no one has extracted the cube root of the 
total turnover at Jamaica, but it will come. 

During the first 12 days, anyway, patrons trust- 
ingly put $6,678,115 in the new machines, and 
$5,950,807.15 was returned to them. Tax collectors, 
as John Kieran put it in the Times, were dancing 
on the club house lawn, with vine leaves in their 
hair, for the State got $392,176 out of this, and is 
likely to get more, from the Jamaica meeting 
alone, than it previously received from the entire 
New York racing season. It took 151,953 persons 
to wager this amount, and a simple arithmetical 
calculation discloses that the average New York 
race-goer bets $6.28 on each race, and consequent- 
ly $43.95 each day. If the average New Yorker 
were the up-to-the-minute city slicker we used to 
think he was, he would get back $39.17. But he 
doesn’t; he goes home with only $38.94, carelessly 
leaving 23c which belongs to him, for after 12 
days there was $34,853.35 in the fund covering 
uncashed tickets. 

We will have to check up as to whether the 
horses are running around the track up there. 
But the betting is going strong. 


Improvement of the Breeder 


AMAICA has raised its minimum purse to 
$1,200 for the rest of the meeting, and pre- 
sumably there will be raises all along the line in 
New York this year, as a golden harvest seems to 
be in the making. This is excellent hearing, and 
any increase in distribution always draws loud 
applause from this corner. But it would not be 
amiss if, in cutting up all these new millions, the 
breeders of the horses (the producers, really) 
were declared in. There are two or three reasons 
for this, including the fact that it is only fair. 
A great many race tracks now have races run 
under Futurity conditions, in which breeders must 
make up a substantial part of the purses. In such 
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events it is customary to offer a breeder's prize, 
sometimes as much as $1,500. Even this is asking 
a breeder to take 150 to 1 on a legitimate 300-to-1 
chance or worse. It would be only just to a class 
on which race tracks depend a great deal to offer 
breeders’ prizes on all of the better races. 

It must always be remembered that the breeder 
takes the worst of it when economic conditions 
change. He must prepare for a market more than 
two years in advance, with no real assurance that 
the market will be there when his yearlings are 
grown. Still, it is upon his activities that the en- 
tire sport depends, and when racing enters upon 
such prosperity as seems promised in New York, 
a part of the profit should be passed on to him. 

The suggestion is hereby offered that the New 
York tracks pay a bonus of $50 to the breeder of 
the winner of any non-claiming race, and a pro- 
portionately larger amount to breeders of winners 
of stakes. 

There is no reason to confine this arrangement 
to the New York tracks—they are mentioned only 
because they will make so much money this year 
that they may be embarrassed with it. 


HUNTS RACING 


Virginia Cup Retired 


RS. FRANK M. GOULD’S long quest for the 
Virginia Gold Cup ended successfully May 4, 
when her 7-year-old Black Sweep, by Sweep By— 
Transway, by Transvaal, gave her a third victory 
in the four-mile timber event, at Warrenton, Va. 
The first winner for Mrs. Gould was Ostend, 
which was third in the race in 19382, second in 
1933. In 1937, as a 10-year-old, he won the dif- 
ficult event, came back in 1938 to do it again. 
Last year Mrs. Gould’s entry of Black Sweep and 
Postman Home was an odds-on favorite, but both 
horses fell. This year John Harrison, who fell 
from the Sweep By gelding last year, rode Black 
Sweep to a clever three-length victory. Or Else, 
a Sun Flag gelding owned by William F. Cochran, 
Jr., of Baltimore, and winner of the race last 
year, was secend, and the other five starters 
failed to finish. 

The weather was cold and the going difficult. 
Black Sweep completed the course in 8:32%, or 
more than 40 seconds cff the record of 7:48 which 
Or Else set last year. A crowd estimated at 
10.000 saw the program. 

Bred by B. A. Boice, Black Sweep was a rather 
unsuccessful flat racer. He raced at two and 
three, and had only one victory from 17 starts, a 
$600 claiming affair at Charles Town, worth $220 
to the winner. Last year, in his first attempt 
through the field, he won the Middleburg Cup for 
Mrs. Turner Wiltshire, and was then sold to Mrs. 
Gculd. He was unplaced in his two other starts 
last year, losing his rider in both instances. This 
ycar he was second in the Deep Run Hunt Cup, 
won the Middleburg Cup and was unplaced in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup, having been remounted 
efter falling. 


Clifton's Gem's Rider 


Reportine the hunts meeting at Hereford on 
April 20, THE BLoop-HoRSE gave Dion Kerr as 
*'dor of Clifton’s Gem, winner of the Fox Hunters 
Chellenge Cup. This was in error; Mr. Kerr was 
scheduled te ride but did not, and the winning 
rider was 19-year-old Lewis Murdock. 
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MARYLAND 


Pimlico 


HE best part of the Pimlico meeting still lies 

ahead, with the Dixie Handicap up for de- 
cision May 8, and the Preakness on May 11. 
Usually the Kentucky Derby does not do the 
Preakness much good, as it weeds out unlikely 
candidates and cuts the Preakness field.- But 
this year the situation was reversed, and the 
Derby, by showing that Bimelech is not invincible, 
will probable make for a larger field in the 
Preakness. Bimelech, Dit, Pictor, and Galla- 
hadion are expected to start at Pimlico next 
Saturday, and Andy K., Flight Command, 
Straight Lead, Woof Woof, Celory, and Snow 
Ridge are among the eligibles which did not ship 
to Louisville for the Derby. Some of them seem 
certain to start in the Preakness. 

The gross value of the Preakness this year will 
be $68,865, plus a $500 fee from each starter. If 
as many as 10 start, as seems possible, the gross 
will be $73,865, of which $71,365 goes to first, 
second, and third, and $2,500 to the breeders of 
the first three to finish. The winner’s share will 
net $53,730, after starting and eligibility fees are 
deducted, or $52,365 if the winner should be one 
of the supplementary nominations. 

The principal event last week was the Pimlico 
Oaks, which went to the good Foxcatcher Farms 
filly, Fairy Chant, by Chance Shot. The Jervis 
Spencer Steeplechase Handicap found Whaddon 
Chase in his usual good form, and A. J. Abel’s 
consistent Honey Cloud picked up the Gittings 
Handicap. What is apparently a good 2-year-old 
turned up in Blensign, by the American-foaled 
Blenheim, which won the Ral Parr Stakes on 
May 2.

Whaddon Chase Again 


Until this season, Pimlico’s principal spring 
steeplechase event was the Green Spring Valley 
Steeplechase Handicap, but this year the event 
was re-named, and run May 3 as the Jervis 
Spencer Steeplechase Handicap ($2,500 added, 4- 
year-olds and up, two miles). It drew an ac- 
complished field of jumpers, with the C. Mahlon 
Kline entry of Whaddon Chase (153) and Tar- 
brush (186) slightly favored over *Farndale 
(152) and Rokeby Stable’s Good Chance (148). 
At the start Bay Dean (136) went into the lead, 
chiefly because the others did not want the bur- 
den of pacemaking. He tired steadily after mak- 
ing a bad landing over the ninth obstacle. At 
this point Tarbrush seemed to have survived a 
duel with Good Chance, and had drawn clear, but 
the Chance Shot gelding was not through. He 
was bothered at the eighth fence and forced back, 
but he came again and took the lead over the 
last fences.

Fairy Chant's Oaks 


While several of the best 3-year-old colts and 
geldings were contending for the Kentucky Derby 
at Louisville May 4, several of the best fillies of 
that age were engaged at Pimlico, in the Pimlico 
Oaks ($10,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, 
miles). Foxcatcher Farm’s Fairy Chant, winner 
of the Santa Margarita Handicap at Santa Anita 
Park in February, was made the favorite, with 
Alfred Vanderbilt's Now What, allowed to be the 
best 2-year-old filly last season, a strong second 
choice. 

The early leader was Pimlico Lady, but three 
furlongs was enough for her, and Now What 
moved to the front. She held her lead to the last 
turn, but there Mrs. Dion K. Kerr’s True Call, 
well up from the start, came up fast and took 
the lead. Just behind her was Fairy Chant, 
which had gradually improved her position after 
getting away slowly. Now What tired, and was 
not persevered with, and Fairy Chant leveled off 
on the outside to play for the leader. At the 
furlong-pole there was only a neck between the 
twe, and in the last eighth Fairy Chant drew 
clear, beat the Trace Call filly a length. Log 
Cabin Stud’s Discerning, outrun for nearly six 
furlongs, worked her way up steadily to be third, 
feur lengths farther back.

Tanforan 


HE current 4-day meeting at Tanforan will 

end, as scheduled, on May 11. A petition for 
a five-day extension was submitted to the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board, and it was considered 
likely that it would be granted, as there is no 
other racing of moment in the State until Holly- 
wooed Park opens on Memorial Day. But on April 
28 the board after ‘‘considering with sympathy” 
the request, refused to grant an extension because 
“a policy had been established and it was thought 
best to hew to it.” 

Business at the meeting last week was fair, 
though not up to the best days. At the end of 34 
days of racing, the pari-mutuel turnover averaged 
$168,893, whereas for the first weeks it was near 
$175,000 daily. But it is still far ahead of the 
1939 spring average ($136,121), and it is probable 
that the figure given here will be raised some- 
what during the last seven days of the meeting, 
as two Saturdays are not yet included. 

The feature of the program on May 4 was to 
have been the Tanforan Cup, at four miles. But 
too few four-milers were available, and it was 
cut to two miles. This didn’t work either, and 
the race wound up at a conventional distance, 
11,g miles. The winner, over a good track, was 
L. B. Mayer’s favored Joy Boy, a colt by Trace 
Call which had won earlier in the week. 

On May 11 Tanforan closes, with the $5,000 
added Marchbank Handicap, principal event of 
the meeting, as the stakes feature. Thereafter 
there will be an intermission of 19 days, before 
summer racing begins at Los Angeles. 


Viscounty Goes Well 


Circle S Stable’s Hysterical (120), winner of 
both his previous starts at Tanforan, was made 
favorite for the San Francisco Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, one mile and 70 yards) 
at Tanforan April 27. He jumped off in front and 
established a clear lead at once. Gaffers and 
Sattler’s Wedding Call (116), unable to get to the 
leader, exhausted himself trying, and after six 
furlongs he was through. Trailing at the start 
and for the first half-mile was Valdina Farm's 
Viscounty (117), which was last, about 10 lengths 
from the leader, as the field went to the far turn. 
There he started moving up, as aid Mrs. Harry 
Curland’s Brother Nibs (103), which had been 
next to last. Coming into the stretch Viscounty 
had passed only one horse, and was forced to race

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KENTUCKY 
Churchill Downs 


HE racing spotlight swung briefly to Keene- 

land April 25 for the running of the Blue 
Grass Stakes, but it shone steadily on Churchill 
Downs all last week, as Derby candidates shipped 
in, worked, raced, scratched out, and finally got 
off to the running of the surprising 1940 Ken- 
tucky Derby. On May 6 it was all over, and the 
spotlight had swung to Pimlico, where Galla- 
hadion and Dit and Bimelech and others will see 
whether it was a fluke or not, on May 11, in the 
running of the Preakness Stakes. 

There are two full weeks of racing remaining 
at Louisville, but the sport there will be chiefly 
of local interest, though a good race may develop 
May 11 in the Kentucky Oaks, a race as old as 
the Kentucky Derby. The eligibles include June 
Bee, winner of the Ashland Stakes at Keencland, 
Calumet Farm’s Florida sensation, Little Risk, 
Foxcatcher Farm's Fairy Chant, which won the 
Pimlico Oaks May 4, as well as War Beauty, 
Inscolassie, Piquet, Teacher, and others which 
have shown considerable form. 

On May 6 the Milky Way Farm habit remained, 
and the featured event, the Frankfort Purse, fell 
to Valtite, by Jean Valjean, carrying the orange 
and white silks of Mrs. Mars’ establishment. An- 
other, and more unusual, circumstance of the 
day’s racing was the fact that eight consecutive 
favorites reached the winners’ circle, and it was 
reported that this was the first time, since the 
running of eight races a day became the rule, that 
favorites had swept a Kentucky racing card. 


Bimelech's Derby Trial 


There was considerable surprise April 30 when 
E. R. Bradley’s then unbeaten Bimelech was 
started in the Derby Trial Stakes ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds, one mile), as the pretender to the 3- 
year-old throne had had a race five days earlier 
at Keeneland at a longer distance, and of course 
was being prepared for the Derby four days later. 
Nevertheless, Bimelech started, under top weight 
of 118 pounds, as a 1-to-10 favorite. 

He did not give his backers much anxiety. He 
outran Designer (110) to take the lead in the first 
few strides, and shook the For Fair gelding off in 
a few furlongs. Then he was rated along to the 
stretch, where Freddie Smith had to rouse him a 
little, and he went on to win by two and a quarter 
lengths from Milky Way Farm's Gallahadion 
(115), which worked out an additional furlong and 
covered the 114, miles in 1:5245. Dixiana’s Sirocco 
(112) bore out badly on the far turn, and finished 
in the middle of the track, but took third place,

Misty Isle ls Beaten 


In two races at Keeneland J. E. Widener’s Misty 
Isle (122) stood out among the 2-year-old fillies, 
and when she started in the Debutante Stakes 
($2,500 added, 2-year-old fillies, five furlongs) 
at Churchill Downs May 1 she was backed to 7 to 
10, because she had beaten most of the field at 
Lexington. But she broke slowly, had a hard time 
getting going, and though she improved her posi- 
tion in the stretch she tired near the end and was 
a well beaten third. The race began with Byrum 
and Croan’s Blue Lily (119), a Blue Larkspur 
filly which Misty Isle had beaten at Lexington, 
making a fast pace, and Gay Elf (114) was used 
up trying to stay with her.

Three Straight for Air Brigade 


Not always successful when running for $1,750 
at the Fair Grounds last winter, J. G. Angner’s Air 
Brigade stepped up immediately after leaving 
New Orleans. At Oaklawn Park he won an al- 
lowance race at three furlongs on March 19, and 
nine days later won a similar race at a half-mile, 
both by comfortable margins. His next start was 
for the Bashford Manor Stakes ($2,500 added, 2- 
year-old colts and geldings, five furlongs) at 
Churchill Downs May 3. He was off well, but not 
with the leaders, as A. B. Letellier’s Jack Twink 
and W. E. Smith’s My Bill made the pace. Around 
the turn Air Brigade moved to the leaders, as Jack 
Twink tired and dropped back. My Bill took the 
lead, but in the last furlong Air Brigade started 
past him. My Bill, a son of Gay Monarch, came 
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over on the challenger, but even so the Crack 
Brigade gelding got through, and drew clear to 
win by a length and a half. My Bill was three- 
fourths of a length ahead of C. C. Van Meter’s 
Blue Pair, by Pairbypair, with Jack Twink falling 
back to fourth place. Singing Heels, thrusting 
forward to third place in the stretch, gave way 
toward the end and was fifth, followed by Fair 
Chance, Hi Pov, and Come On Sam. Each starter 
carried 122 pounds. Time, :23, :4745, 1:01%, 
track good. Stakes division, $2,525, $500, $250, 
$125.

Air Brigade, foaled March 31, 1938, at J. K. 
Newman’s farm in Pennsylvania, was sold at 
Saratoga last August in the consignment of Penn- 
farm Corporation, and went to Daniel B. Midkiff 
for $250. He has started 11 times, won four races, 
finished second twice, once third, and has earned 
$3,925. Airy Jane was once third in 12 starts at 
two. She has produced five other foals of racing 
age, all winners: Handley (18 wins to nine, 1939), 
Air Line (21 wins to seven, 1939), Clapping 
Jane, Clapair, and Spirited. Jane Frances won 
Queen City Championship Stakes at two, and 
is also dam of the winners Coat Tails (second 
in Frivolity Stakes), Resubmission, Queen Diana, 
Justa Pal (also producer), and Longus (31 wins, 
placed in stakes), and the producers Clelie and 
Janie. Algie M. won at three and four and also 
produced the winners Donerail (Kentucky Derby, 
Canadian Sportsman Handicap, and Hamilton 
Cup), Punch Bow! (Juvenile, Great Trial Stakes), 
Sir Catesby (Latonia Cup), Sunflash (also pro- 
ducer), Phantom Maid (also producer), Binondo, 
Starover; and Phantom Blue, also producer and 
grandam of the stakes winner Kentucky Blues. 


The Beating of Bimelech 


All last winter there was a feeling among rac- 
ing fans from coast to coast that Col. Edward 
Riley Bradley’s unbeaten Bimelech was no ordi- 
naly champicn. He had been more clearly su- 
perior to his rivals than any 2-year-old of the 
last 15 years, and there was nothing in his pedi- 
gree or his performances to indicate that he 
weu'd not rank fully as high as a 33-year-old. But 
when winter far outstayed its welcome in Ken- 
tucky there was a crescendo of doubt as to 
whether Black Toney’s last son could be made 
ready for racing in time to win Colonel Bradley’s 
fifth Kentucky Derby. 

When Bimelech appeared for the Blue Grass 
Stakes at Keeneland April 25 and stepped past 
the high-class Roman with nonchalant ease, most 
of these doubts vanished, though a few experi- 
enced eyes noted that he “‘washed a little’ in the 
paddock. Five days later at Churchill Downs 
Bimelech came out for the one-mile Derby Trial 
Stakes, running for the first time in his life over 
a track that was not fast, and won comfortably 
from Milky Way Farm’s Gallahadion. 

That settled it, as far as the racing public was

concerned. But among the horsemen who saw 
the race there were several whose heads wagged 
disapprovingly as Bimelech jogged back to his 
habitual place in the winner’s circle. Among 
these were some of the trainers of the other 
Derby colts, and they took comfort from their 
observaticn that the race had taken just about 
all that Bimelech had to give and from their sur- 
mise that it had taken a little more out of him 
than cught to have been taken out of a colt only 
four days away from the Kentucky Derby. They 
were positive that he labored in the going, that 
he was a spent horse; they suspected the race 
might have “knocked him out.’’ One newspaper- 
man (Neville Dunn, of the Lexington Herald) 
suggested the same thing that was running 
through the minds of these trainers. 

But the $0,000, or 87,000, or whatever it may 
have been, who went to Churchill Downs cn 
Saturday, May 4, to see the sixty-sixth running 
of the Kentucky Derby, felt only a little of this 
undercurrent of opinion. What they did hear 
they disccunted, and Bimelech went to the post 
a 2-to-5 favorite—-the shortest odds against a 
herse in the Kentucky Derby in 35 years. After 
Gallahadion had won the Derby they were willing 
to believe the stories they had heard as to his 
condition. They were willing to believe the 
stories they had read to the effect that F. Smith 
was not the jockey for Bimelech. They were 


willing to believe almost anything except that 
Bimelech was beaten by a better horse. 


Nine horses were among the overnight entries 
for the Derby. The surprise among these was M. 
J. Schmitt's True Star, a good Transmute colt 
whose record showed no indications of Derby 
class. He was put in on the chance of rain and 
a muddy track, but on May 4 the weather man’s 
prediction of fair and warmer finally materialized 
after several amazing days that would have done 
credit to January. True Star was withdrawn, 
leaving seven longshots to run for whatever por- 
tion of the tremendous purse Bimelech might fail 
to get. 

They were at the gateless Bahr gate for two 
minutes, then came out in an even start. Bime- 
lech broke in front, but Roman had the foot of 
the field, and Smith, rather than defend the rail 
position he held, took Bimelech up, let Roman 
take a clear lead, and guided the favorite out into 
the track several feet away from the rail. As 
they passed the judges for the first time Roman 
was a full three lengths in front and the remain- 
der of the field was closely bunched. Going into 
the first turn Smith tried to urge Bimelech past 
Roman, as he had done in the Blue Grass Stakes. 
But the champion did not have the lick he had 
shown at Keeneland, and they went into the back 
stretch with the Widener colt still in the clear. 

While this early skirmishing was going on Car-

roll Bierman was hugging the rail with Galla- 
hadion, and the big *Sir Gallahad III colt was 
keeping surprisingly close to Bimelech. Just out- 
side of Gallahadion and on almost even terms 
with him was Arnold Hanger’s Dit, about a length 
in front of Mioland. These five horses made the 
race, Sirocco, Royal Man, and Pictor running 
sixth, seventh, and eighth respectively through 
almost the entire race. 

While the horses charged down the _ back 
stretch the huge crowd waited, holding its breath 
until the time when Bimelech should move up 
and ‘take’ the pacemaking Roman. But the 
favorite could not gain on the Widener colt until 
they were near the end of the, back stretch, and 
by that time the huge form of Gallahadion was 
alongside the favorite, almost obscuring him 
from the view of those in the main stands, and 
Dit was ranging up on the outside. 

The long-delayed shouts went up as_ they 
wheeled into the home stretch. Roman was near- 
ing the end of his tether and Bimelech was tak- 
ing the lead. The favorite came wide into the 
stretch, with Dit on the outside and going wide 
with him. Gallahadion was still there plugging 
along on the rail, but no one was paying much 
attention to him. The center of interest was the 
expected duel between Bimelech and Dit. 

Well out in the track the duel went on. The 
favorite drew away inch by inch, but the Trans- 
mute colt remained lapped on him as they ran 
straight for the finish, and so close together that 
they almost touched. Then, somewhere along 
about the sixteenth pole, the crowd realized that 
another contender was in the field. Gallahadion, 
still hugging the rail, was taking the lead. 

In the last half-furlong Bimelech was visibly 
weakening. Dit gained back what he had lost, 
and the long-legged Gallahadion opened up a 
daylight margin on both of them and crossed the 
finish line what seemed a good two lengths in 
front (the chart made it a length and a half). 
Bimelech lasted to take second place by a photo- 
graphed nose from Dit. The Oregon-bred, Cali- 
fernia-owned Mioland, putting in his best work 
in the last two furlongs, was a length back in 
fourth place, farther out from the rail than any 
other member of the field. Roman dropped be- 
hind Sirocco in the closing yards.

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It was a subdued crowd which watched the 
towering Gallahadion march into the flower-bor- 
dered area before the infield presentation stand, 
where most of them had long since imagined the 
beautiful Bimelech beneath the traditional blan- 
ket of roses. Gallahadion went back to a surprised 
staff of Milky Way Farm grooms who thought 
they had rubbed far better horses than this one, 
the backers of Bimelech explained to one another 
what must have happened to him, and the few 
who had wagered on the winner explained to 
curious friends how they had happened to hit 
upon this 35-to-1 winner of the Kentucky Derby. 

But the next day, along with Gallahadion, Dit, 
Mioland, and Pictor, Bimelech set out for Balti- 
more and the Preakness Stakes. Trainer Wil- 
liam Hurley, beside whom Mioland’s trainer, 
“Silent Tom” Smith, is something of a chatter- 
box, apparently had been pleased with Bimelech’s 
condition before the Derby, and he had no com- 
ment to make after the race. Perhaps his ship- 
ment of the horse to Pimlico may be accepted as 
the equivalent of a remark to the effect that 
Bimelech was in the best of condition and that 
those who had expressed opinions to the contrary 
didn’t know what they were talking about.

GALLAHADION, away well from his inside position, 
held a contending position while saving ground, moved 
forward with BIMELECH. responded to strong urging 
when wearing down BIMELECH. then drew out impres- 
sively, but won with little left. BIMELECH was first in 
motion, went wide throughout, moved into command near- 
ing the final quarter, bore out of the stretch turn, held 
the lead under strong handling approaching the final 
eighth and was unable to hold the winner. DIT, steadied 
along early, improved his position on the outside, was 
forced wide entering the stretch. but held on well under 
good pressure. MIOLAND, unable to improve his early 
position, responded well after reaching the stretcn and 
finished resolutely. SIROCCO, unable to improve his early 
position, was put to strong handling in the drive and 
tired near the end. ROMAN established a good early 
lead, held the command under light urging, then gave 
wav when challenged and tired rapidly in the stretch. 
ROYAL MAN and PICTOR raced well back and were un- 
able to improve their positions under severe pressure. 
Weights, 126 pounds. 


THE WINNER 

Gallahadion remained a maiden in his five 
starts last year. He began racing at Saratoga, 
was unplaced in four maiden races in August and 
September, and in his last start of the season was 
second to Faymar in an allowance race at Laurel 
Park in October. On January 1 he was out at 
Santa Anita, again finished second, beaten by Sir 
Jeffrey, a colt which had been raised with him at 
Rebert A. Fairbairn’s Fairholm Farm at Win- 
chester, Ky. He broke his maiden five days later,

on January 5, on a heavy track. January 10 he 
won again. January 27 Mioland gave him eight 
pounds and beat him in a mile race. February 7 
he finished unplaced in a race won by his stable- 
mate Tough Hombre, at seven furlongs. Galla- 
hadion was in close quarters several times in 
this race, had to be eased back. 

Up to this time Gallahadion had not started in 
a stakes race, but Trainer Waldron had recog- 
nized that the big colt had class and was coming 
to himself. The son of *Sir Gallahad III at- 
tempted his first stakes in the San Vicente Han- 
dicap February 10 and won, beating Sweepida, 
Exarch, Sir Jeffrey, and others. He was unplaced 
to Sweepida in the Santa Anita Derby, unplaced 
to Mioland in a later Santa Anita stakes event on 
March 9. He was then shipped to Kentucky, 
made his first start there in the Derby Trial 
Stakes in which he was second to Bimelech. In 
the Derby he arrived as a first-class horse. In 
15 starts he has won four races, finished four 
times second, seven times unplaced, and has 
earned $74,430. 

Ever in his yearling days at Mr. Fairbairn’s 
farm it appeared likely that Gallahadion would 
come to hand late, for he stood about 15.3 when 
he got to Saratoga for the yearling sales, and it 
was obvious that he would need time. 

Lack of space precludes a full discussion of 
Gallahadion’s breeding in this issue. A brief ac- 
count of his ancestry was published in THE BLOop- 
HORSE of February 17, page 301. Other particu- 
lars will be added next week. 

THE OWNER 

When Gallahadion won the most important vic- 
tory in the short and sensational history of the 
Milky Way Farm stable, Mrs. Ethel V. Mars, his 
owner, was confined to her bed at her home in 
Chicago, suffering with a very severe cold. “I 
thought mother was so excited she was going to 
faint,”’ said her daughter, Mrs. Alan Seeney. “And 
I think she would have if she hadn’t already been 
in bed.” 

The Milky Way Farm racing string was estab- 
lished by the late Frank C. Mars, of Chicago, in 


the summer of 1933, when he bought 20 yearlings 
from Arthur B. Hancock, sent them to his Milky 
Way Farm at Pulaski, Tenn., where he already 
had a string of saddle horses. Mr. Mars died 
April 8, 1934, before his stable had won a race. 
Exactly a month later, on May 8, 1934, Milky Way 
Farm scored its first victory, at Churchill Downs, 
with the 2-year-old Diavolo filly Irksome. Milky 
Way quickly took rank as one of the leading 
stables in America. 


Mrs. Mars also took rank as one of the best cus- 


‘tomers the Saratoga yearling market ever had. 


In 1934 she bought nine yearlings for $17,900; in 
1935, 28 for $109,800; in 1936, 16 for $131,500; in 
1937, 17 for $124,100; in 1938, 15 for $95,600; in 
1939, 12 for $59,000-——a total of $557,900 for 97 
yearlings in six years. 

From these purchases she got such good ones 
as The Fighter in 1934; Reaping Reward, Case 
Ace, Mars Shield, Dogaway, and Nation’s Taste 
in 1935; Sky Larking, Tiger, Well Rewarded, and 
Mountain Ridge in 1936; No Competition in 1937. 
Sky Larking, probably the best horse which ever 
carriea the Milky Way colors, met sudden death 
on the race course at Belmont Park as a 2-year- 
old, ending a career that promised to place him 
among the great ones. Gallahadion, a $5,000 pur- 
chase at the 1938 sales, has now become the 
largest money winner among all the Mars horses. 


THE TRAINER 


Trainer Roy Waldron had a cold, too, but the 
Derby result was enough to cure it. Waldron was 
one of the trainers (Tom Smith was another) who 
thought Bimelech was going to be less of a prob- 
lem in the Derby as a result of his race the pre- 
vious Tuesday, and he was also impressed, as 
were many others, with Gallahadion’s perform- 
ance in the Derby Trial. 

For Roy Waldron the Derby was the climax of 
a career. Waldron, born in Youngstown, Ohio, 
has been with horses most of his life, first as an 
exercise boy, then as a moderately successful 
jockey in the Mid-West, and for about 20 years 
as a trainer. His first job as a trainer under his 
own responsibility was in 1921, when he succeeded 
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Kimball Patterson as conditioner of the Xalapa 
Farm horses of the late Edward F. Simms. He 
saddled his first winner, the good horse Lucky 
Hour, at Havre de Grace, April 15, 1922. Fora 
while he handled the second string of Joseph E. 
Widener’s racers, later was trainer for Mrs. C. 
Oliver Iselin. Mrs. Iselin broke up her stable two 
years ago, and when R. L. McGarvey stepped out 
as the trainer for the very successful Milky Way 
Farm in the late summer of 1938 it was Waldron 
who stepped in. In the 1939 Kentucky Derby 
Waldron saddled On Location, and On Location 
finished last. 


THE RIDER 


Carroll Bierman won the Derby with Gallahad- 
ion by following Trainer Waldron’s instructions. 
Waldron had told him to stay on the rail and come 
through if he could. The instructions turned out 
to be perfect. Smith didn’t want the rail with 
Bimelech. Gallahadion was close up all the way 
around, and in the home stretch he had a space 
along the rail wide enough to drive a truck 
through. 


Bierman, by current standards, is a veteran 
among jockeys. He was born October 22, 1918, at 
Centralia, Ill., now makes his home in St. Louis. 
He was developed by William Cain, had his first 
mount at Ak-Sar-Ben (Omaha) in 1934, but did 
not ride his first winner until June 12, 1936, at 
Fairmount Park. His most important victory be- 
fore the Kentucky Derby was in the Santa Anita 
Derby of 1939, which he won with King Ranch’'s 
Ciencia. Last year he was fourth in the Ken- 
tucky Derby with Viscounty. Bierman married 
last year. He has a hobby of collecting riding 
boots, is a director of the recently organized as- 
sociation in which jockeys are carrying their own 
insurance against the hazards of race riding. 


Notes of the Derby 


It took Bimelech about 2645 seconds to run the 
last quarter-mile, as against the 23%5 seconds it 
took Roman to cover the same section of track 
the first time round. The running time by 
quarters was :2335, :2435, :2445, :2545, :26%. 
Johnstown went the last quarter of his Derby in 
72525, Lawrin in :26%5, War Admiral and Bold 
Venture in 2545. 

Following its custom of recent years, Churchill 
Downs began its Derby-day racing at noon, ran a 
total of nine races. Wagering was less than in 
1939, a total of $1,572,208 going through the 
mutuel windows (the track does not have a total- 
izator), as compared with $1,665,733 last year. 
(On Santa Anita Handicap day at Santa Anita 
Park this year $1,707,149 was bet.) The decline 
was more than accounted for by the Derby itself, 
for only $443,084 was bet on the big race this year 
as against $580,227 in 1939, when Johnstown was 
favorite at 3 to 5. There was one $100 straight 
bet on Gallahadion, 1,574 of smaller denomination. 
On Bimelech 13,584 straight tickets were sold. 

Bryan Field, who described the Derby for the 
radio audience, refers to Dit as Deet. Owner 
Arnold Hanger calls him Dit, with a short i, says 
the name was suggested by Anne Morrow Lind- 
bergh’s North of the Orient, in which are a few 
lines about the Morse code—dit approximating 
the sound of the dot, da that of the dash. Then, 
too, Hanger owned the good colt He Did, from the 
same family. 

Charles S. Howard's Mioland wore the alum- 
inum shoes which one syndicated story referred to 
as “mystery plates.’’ There is nothing mysterious 
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about them. Trainer Tom Smith, who was for- 
merly a plater and who for that reason has some- 
thing of an edge on some of his fellow-trainers, 
says he first used them when *Kayak 11 won the 
San Antonio Handicap last winter, that Sea- 
biscuit and *Kayak II both wore them in the 
Santa Anita Handicap in which they finished one- 
two. Unlike the plates made entirely of alumi- 
num, they have stickers made of steel, which can 
be shaped and sharpened more efficiently. The 
stickers, he said, are set a little farther forward 
than on other plates. The Howard stable, includ- 
ing *Kayak II, went East from Churchill Downs. 
Mr. Howard will run Mioland in the Preakness. 
He wants to see the weights for the Suburban 
Handicap before making further plans for 
*Kayak II. 

Gallahadion, standing about 16.3, was the lar- 
gest horse in the Derby field. Pictor, almost six 
inches shorter at the withers, was the smallest. 


William L. Brann, owner of Pictor, had no very 
high hopes of winning the Derby, was gratified 
that his ‘“‘modest’”’ Thoroughbred nursery could 
produce two colts in two consecutive seasons good 
enough to deserve a chance at the race. For Chal- 
ledon he had no definite plans for the immediate 
future. 


Last year Trainer Hurley would not start Bime- 
lech on anything but a fast track, but the horse 
worked well in the mud. In the Derby Trial 
Stakes four days before the Derby he ran on a wet 
track that was labeled good. Many trainers 
thought he did not like the track, many others 
saw no fault in his action. In the Derby the track 
was called fast, but it was still very damp. The 
fastest race of Derby day was Tough Hombre’s 
six furlongs in 1:1145. How the matter stands 
now—whether Bimelech did not like the track, 
whether he was knocked out by his race of Tues- 
day, whether his rider lost enough ground to lose 
the Derby, whether he is a top-class horse with 
excuses or just another good horse—is a matter of 
incessant debate. The Preakness Stakes may 
provide a part of the answer, though Bimelech 
may go back to his 1939 standard of fast track or 
nothing. At any rate, Trainer Hurley is training 
the horse and not participating in the debate. 
Colonel Bradley, whose physician advised against 
his seeing the Derby, is at Idle Hour Farm, taking 
things with the philosophical calm that years of 
horse racing have taught him. 


Duntreath Sold 


The Duntreath Farm of the late Silas B. Mason 
(not to be confused with the new Duntreath Farm 
of Mrs. Silas B. Mason on the Paris-Lexington 
road) was sold by public auction May 6, at a 
price which averaged $360 an acre. The property 
was sold in four tracts. The first, of 285 acres, 
and including the residence, garage, and other 
buildings, brought $420 an acre, and a 50-acre 
tract adioining it sold for virtually the same 
price, $421 an acre. Both were bought by Henry 
T. Duncan, Jr., who said he was acting as agent 
for a group of heirs to the Mason estate, but 
would not name them. 

W. S. Rogers, a wholesale liquor distributor, 
bought a 127-acre tract for $276 an acre, and 
Daniel B. Midkiff, Lexington horseman and con- 
tractor, purchased 189 acres at $310 an acre. 
Both men said they were buying in their own 
interest. 

Altogether, the 651 acres brought a total of 
$234,392.

ness Stud on North Elkhorn Farm, 
which is now a part of Joseph E. 
Widener’s Elmendorf Farm. wvaniel 
Swigert purchased the place from 
him in 1881 and changed its name tuo 
Elmendorf. Preakness, the horse, 
was bred by R. A. Alexander at 
Woodburn Stud, Spring Station, Ky., 
and was sold as a yearling to Mr. 
Sanford for $2,000, top price of the 
1868 sale at Woodburn. He did not 
start until October of his 3-year-old 
season, when he won the Dinner 
Party Stakes, worth $18,500. The 
following season he defeated the 
cracks Glenelg and Helmbold in the 
Westchester Cup. In six seasons he 
started 37 times and won 17 races. 
In the summer of 1875, as an 8-year- 
old, he ran a great race to dead- 
heat Springbok in the Saratoga Cup. 
and Mr. Sanford decided to include 
him in the string he was sending to 
England. The horse was of little 
account in England and, after a few 
unfruitful seasons in the stud, was 
destroyed in the fall of 1881, because 
of the violent temper he had de- 
veloped. He was a massive animal 
with a bull neck and heavy quarters, 
very coarse, but one of the finest 
racers of the reconstruction period 
following the war. 
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NEW YORK 


Jamaica 


,\OR most of the racing year the spotlight plays 
on the New York tracks, but one of the excep- 
tions is the Saturday on which the Kentucky 
Derby is run. So on May 4 Jamaica carded a 
sprint stakes for older horses, and a 2-year-old 
filly stakes as its chief attractions. Marshall 
Field’s Mrs. Punch, a smart Stimulus filly, took 
the Rosedale Stakes without much trouble, and 
W. H. Gallagher’s Wise Bee, presseu to the ut- 
most, won the Jamaica Handicap. Donald Meade, 
who rode both of these stakes winners, took riding 
honors for the day, though Basil James also had 
two winners, in overnight events. 

The most remarkable performance, however, 
was that of Trainer Burley Parke, who saddled 
the winners of four of the five races which, in ad- 
dition to the stakes events, made up the program. 
Cleo Louise, a 2-year-old by Epithet and bred by 
Thomas Piatt, won the first race for him, under 
the silks of Mrs. Anthony Pelleteri. He saddled 
Millmore, by Morvich, to win the second race, a 
$2,000 claiming attair. He had no starter in the 
third race. The next two were the stakes. Trainer 
Parke got back into action in the sixth race, 
which he won with Charles S. Howard’s Advo- 
cator, a *Sickle gelding which took a 1%-mile 
Class C handicap. Then he sent out another win- 
ner for Mrs. Pelleteri, the 3-year-old *Traumer 
gelding, Dark Phaona, running to be claimed for 
$1,400. 


The totalizator clicked right along at Jamaica 
last week, and though the turnover on the Satur- 
day was about $150,000 below that on Wood Me- 
morial day, the total for the week was the largest 
of the young season, being $3,684,723. For the 
first 18 days, the betting at Jamaica totals $10,- 
352,078, and the daily average is $575,115. 


Mrs. Punch Goes Well 


What seems to be the best of the 2-year-old 
fillies which have been out thus far in the season 
is Marshall Field’s Mrs. Punch (116), which ran 
her string of successes to three straight by win- 
ning the Rosedale Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year- 
old fillies, five furlongs) at Jamaica May 4. She 
was backed down to 4 to 5 and ran in a fashion 
to justify the cdds, though her margin of victory 
was only a length. 

Mrs. Punch went to the front at once, raced 
along under light restraint, and Jockey Donald 
Meade eased her a little at the finish. The Hia- 
leah Park development, Maemere Farm’s Mae- 
mante (119), by Ariel, was second, going very

well at the finish after having been shuffled back 
at the start. Wheatley Stable’s React (116), a 
Hard Tack filly which had not been out since the 
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Hialeah Park meeting, was third, after running 
second most of the way, a length and a half be- 
hind Maemante, and the latter’s stablemate, 
Maegay (119) was fourth, a length farther back. 
Five to One (116), which raced coupled with the 
winner, was fifth, and was followed by Hover 
(114!.), Not Yet (116), Wise Niece (112), Chance 
Cut (116), Firm Offer (116), and Heathtown 
(114). The latter, making her first start, was 
knocked back in the first sixteenth and never re- 
covered. Time, :23, :47, 1:00%5, track muddy. 
Stakes division, $3,525, $500, $250, $125. 

Mrs. Punch made her first start at Hialeah 
Park in late February. She was away greenly 
and finished sixth, going well at the end. On 
April 15 at Jamaica she won a maiden race 
easily, and on April 27 won an allowance race by 
five lengths. She has thus won three of her four 
starts, and has earned $4,925. She was foaled 
February 28, 1938, at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud, Paris, Ky. *Crestema raced in England, 
placed, but did not win. Her only other foal of 
racing age is Gulichipa, brother to Mrs. Punch, 
which raced unplaced last year. Firecrest won 
two races at three. She produced only three 
foals, including Ensign (also bred by Mr. Field, 
and winner of the Cesarewitch, Queen Alexandra 
Stakes, Newbury Autumn Cup, Ditch Mile Nurs- 
ery, and Old Nursery Stakes). Redhead was a 
good race mare, being unplaced only three times 
in 20 starts. She won the Liverpool Cup, Dur- 
ham County Produce Plate, Great Midland Breed- 
ers’ Foal Plate, West of Scotland Foal Stakes, 
Caledonian Hunt Cup, Triennial Produce Stakes 
(walkover), and other races. She produced three 
foals to live, of which Firecrest is the only 
winner. 


Wise Bee Lasts 


Belair Stud’s Fighting Fox, winner of the Pau- 
monok Handicap under 130 pounds, was assigned 
136 for the Jamaica Handicap ($5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, six furlongs), run May 4. The 
usual procedure under such conditions is to enter 
a violent protest against the weight and keep the 
horse in the stable. But Trainer James Fitzsim- 
mons does not operate on this method, and Fight- 
ing Fox was started. The weight apparently 
anchored him, and he dropped back at the start, 
finished last. 

Up in front Dr. Whinny (114), a Jamestown 
gelding which ended his 1939 campaign with six 
straight victories, was making the early pace, 
with W. H. Gallagher’s Wise Bee (3, 108) closely 
lapped on him. For five furlongs it was an excit- 
ing duel, with the 3-year-old gradually getting the 
better of it. Inside the last furlong Dr. Whinny 
tired, and Wise Bee had to meet new challenges 
from fresh horses. Falaise Stable’s Red Eye

Wise Bee, which won the Bouquet Claiming 
Stakes last year, came near winning on his birth- 
day, as he was foaled May 7, 1937.

Okay- 
bee was a good winner and has produced two other 
foals of racing age, the winners Right Lady and 
Kate Smith. Honey Bee won 14 races and also 
produced the winners Bee’s Wax (also dam of the 
stakes winner and sire Ironsides), Cartoonist (17 
wins, including Adirondack, Speculation Handi- 
caps), Comic Artist, Dolly Crump, Mlle. Vivian 
(also producer), and Honey Cell (also producer).

She was sister to Gold 
Lace, winner and dam of nine winners, including 
the stakes winners Textile, Big Smoke, and Alen- 
con.

RHODE ISLAND 


Narrangansett Park 


LTHOUGH there was rain on several of the 

days, Narragansett Park had the best week 
of its spring meeting in the six days ending May 
4, with the pari-mutuel turnover averaging $363,- 
218. This raised the total for the first 16 days 
of the meeting to $5,623,818, for a daily average 
of $351,488. This is somewhat behind the aver- 
age for last spring ($370,210 daily for a 19-day 
meeting), but the weather has been worse this 
spring than it was last, and furthermore the 
meeting has two more weeks to go, and may 
climb closer to the 1939 figure. In any case, the 
management has expressed itself as well pleased 
with the support this spring. 

The stewards got a little bitter with R. A. 
Coward last week, when his Be Jabbers won 
smartly on May 1, after having been beaten back 
to sixth in an eight-horse field on opening day. 
Owner Coward had claimed an apprentice allow- 
ance, with Arthur Garay, who has never ridden 
a winner, listed as her rider, but on the following 
morning substituted Glen Smith, with the result 
that a good many patrons overlooked the substi- 
tution. Owner Coward was suspended last year 
when Be Jabbers won a stakes at Narragansett 
Park, but either stewards haven't cured Owner 
Coward, or he hasn’t cured Be Jabbers, of un- 
formful racing. Though stewards questioned 
= and jockey, no action was announced last 
week. 


The principal event of the meeting, the $10,000 
added Rhode Island Handicap, will be decided 
May 11. There were 27 nominations made, in- 
cluding Whichcee, Fighting Fox, *Isolater, *Con- 
de Rico, *Confiado, Porter’s Mite, Masked Gen- 
eral, Many Stings, and others. The Narragansett 
Park stakes have not been attracting many top 
flight horses this year, as all of them have been 
of the $5,000 added sort, but the richer Rhode 
Island Handicap, at 14 miles, may tempt some 
handicap performers from Jamaica or Pimlico. 
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Bristol Handicap 


W. F. Mannagh’s Liberty Flight (122) was 
second, beaten a little less than a length, in the 
Spring Handicap at Narragansett Park April 20, 
in a six-furlong race run in 1:141'5 over a sloppy 
track. On May 4, made favorite for the Bristol 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six 
furlongs) he cut 2%5 seconds off this time, under 
the same weight, over a sloppy track, and won in 
hand by five lengths. 


Rivermont Ranch’s Zoic (102) dashed into the 
lead under his light burden, but Liberty Flight 
easily kept near him, and when Jockey Joe Rosen 
was ready he sent the Liberty Limited gelding to 
the front. He drew out steadily, and was taken 
up near the end, winning by five lengths from 
Fanfare Farm’s Dunade (103), which finished fast 
between horses, and beat Zoic a head for second 
place. Tall Trees Stable’s Bill Farnsworth (114), 
holding on well, was fourth a neck farther back, 
followed by Night Editor (118), Morcarine (108), 
Beach Ensemble (107), and Sir Marlboro (110).

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CRUSADER, 17-year-old son of Man 0’ War, died May 4 at Rancho Casitas, Ventura, Calif. 


STUD NEWS 
Death of Crusader 


N the late morning of May 4 Crusader was 

bred to a mare at Walter H. Hoffman's 
Rancho Casitas, Ventura, Calif., and was taken 
back to his box. At 1:30 that afternoon he was 
dead, but results of a post-mortem to determine 
the cause of death are not yet available. 

Crusader was one of the first great racers sired 
by Man o’ War, being from his second crop, 
foaled in 1923. He was out of Star Fancy, by 
*Star Shoot, a mare which produced several other 
winners, including the steeplechase stakes winner 
Gun Boat. He was bred and raced by’ Man 0’ 
War’s owner, Samuel D. Riddle, and contended in 
four seasons, winning the Jceckey Club Gold Cup, 
Belmont Stakes, Riggs Memorial, Havre de 
Grace, Huron, Maryland, Delaware, and Manor 
Handicaps, and Cincinnati Derby, and two re- 
newals of the Suburban Handicap. Altogether 
he won 18 races and $203,261, and was, until 
War Admiral appeared, the highest money win- 
ner sired by Man 0’ War. Which was the better 
horse is still a matter of debate. 

His stud career was only moderate. Through 
1939 he had sired winners of 292 races and $252,- 
562, with eight crops of foals (including 2-year- 
olds of 1939) represented. Before his record is 
completed, four more crops will race, including 
what will probably be a small 1941 crop. Among 
his better representatives are the stakes winners 
Cheasar, Moralist, and *Cross Bow II, and Mr. 
Hoffman still has good hopes of the 3-year-old 


Royal Crusader, which raced in California last 
winter. 

Crusader stood at Faraway Farm, Lexington, 
along with his sire, through the stud season of 
1937. In-the fall of that year he was leased to 
Rancho Casitas, and was shipped to California on 
February 4, 1938. His first California-bred foals 
are now yearlings. The lease covered three sea- 
sons, and thus would have expired with the 
termination of the present breeding season, and 
under the terms of the lease Mr. Hoffman would 
have had an option to purchase the stallion. 


Death of William E. Clasby 


William Edward Clasby, who had charge of the 
Thoroughbreds at Labrot and Company's Holly 
Beach Farm, Annapolis, Md., died of a heart at- 
tack Wednesday morning, May 1, at his residence 
en the farm. Mr. Clasby was 52 years old. Born 
in Fayette County, Kentucky, he had been a 
horseman for many years. At Holly Beach he 
was the successor of Humphrey S. Finney, now 
field secretary for the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association. The body was returned to Lexing- 
ton, his former home, for burial. At Holly Beach 
Mr. Clasby’s duties have been taken over tem- 
porarily by young Charles Slade, formerly at Al- 
fred Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm and more re- 
cently foreman for the Manhasset Stable. 


Death of Kincsen 


At David N. Rust, Jr.’s Rockridge Farm, Lees- 
burg, Va., F. A. Carreaud’s former good race 
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mare Kincsen died April 30. The mare had foaled 
a bay colt by Time Maker 11 days earlier and 
developed peritonitis which resisted all treatment. 
The foal was saved and is being fed with a 
formula of cow’s milk. 


Kincsen, a bay mare, foaled in 1927, by Cud- 
gel out of Buckwheat, by *Spanish Prince II out 
of *Wheat-ear, by St. Frusquin, raced four sea- 
sons, won 16 races and $50,410, her victories in- 
cluding the Marquette and Bryan and O'Hara 
Memorial Handicaps. She was retired to the stud 
in 1934, had her first foal, Sun Kincsen, a filly by 
*Sun Briar, in 1935. Sun Kincsen has won nine 
races to date. In 1936 and 1937 she had no regis- 
tered foal, and in 1938 she had twin colts by Time 
Maker. She also has a yearling filly by Time 
Maker, as well as her foal of this year. 


Seabiscuit's First Crop 


When Seabiscuit, now the world’s largest 
money-winning horse, was taken out of training 
temporarily last year he was bred to seven mares. 
In keeping with Owner Charles S. Howard's phe- 
nomenal good fortune of recent years, the seven 
mares now have seven foals, and, according to 
Mr. Howard, they are the standouts among the 
sucklings at his California ranch. 

Last of the Seabiscuit foals to arrive was a bay 
colt, born April 29, out of the good stakes winner 
Fair Knightess, by *Bright Knight. There are 
three other colts, out of Illeana, Lady Riaf, and 
the stakes winner Lucille K., and three fillies, out 
of Flying Belle, Sun Frolic, and Coldstream’s sis- 
ter Dressage. All seven of these mares are being 
bred to Seabiscuit again. 


Liberal's First 


The first crop of foals by Liberal (by *Sickle 
out of the good race mare Silk Tassel) are arriv- 
ing at Dr. Raoul Esnard’s Reb Ranch, Calabasas, 
Calif. Six foals have been dropped within the 
last few weeks, including three colts and three 
fillies.

Death of R. D. Williams 


R. D. (Dick) Williams, 70-year-old Louisville 
horseman, died at Columbus, Ohio, on May 4, 
after suffering a heart attack in the club house 
at Beulah Park. Williams, along with six others, 
was ruled off the Turf by the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission in 1926, after the uncovering 
of a “jockey ring” operating at Latonia. It was 
not until 12 years later, in 1938, that he was re- 
stored to good standing. 


Leading Riders 


Leading honors of last week, as far as spec- 
tacular efforts were concerned, went to Carroll 
Bierman, who won the Kentucky Derby by appli- 
cation of the old principle that the shortest way 
round is the closest way home, and had three 
other successes to supplement the Derby victory. 
But numerically Donald Meade was the leader, 
getting 10 winners, including a triple on May 2, 
with the winners of the Jamaica Handicap and 
Rosedale Stakes included. 

However, W. L. Taylor, riding nine winners at 
Narragansett Park last week, still has a com- 
manding lead, with 96 winners through May 4. 
Douglas Dodson, at Tanforan, raised his total to 
70 last week and took second place, as Roy Jack 
Flinchum, still out of action, dropped to third 
with 69. From behind were coming two veterans, 
Johnny Longden (67) and Donald Meade (66), 
the latter having come to life at Jamaica, where 
he has ridden 23 winners since the New York sea- 
son began. Basil James, with 18 winners in the 
same period, now has 64, and the nearest places 
behind him are filled by G. Oros (57), Eddie Ar- 
caro and Charles Durando (53 each), and Bier- 
man, with 51.

Magnetic Gate at Delaware Park 


It was announced last week that the Magnetic 
Control Gate (the Santa Anita Westinghouse 
gate with some late alterations) would be 
brought East for the first time to Delaware 
Park, for the meeting which opens there May 29. 

The magnetic gate differs from the Puett and 
Bahr gates in one important particular. Where 
the latter open by an electric current which re- 
leases a catch, the magnetic gate is held shut by 
an electric current, and opened by cutting the 
current off. Promoters of the gate argue that 
while a catch may possibly fail to open, the cur- 
rent must be cut off for all or none of the stalls 
in the magnetic gate.

a 12-year-old *Omar Khayyam mare with a filly 
by the home sire Bon Homme. Mr. Pagel also 
made three other purchases. The heaviest bidder 
was F. H. Dolan, who bought four lots for a total 
of $1,765, including the second highest-priced mare 
of the sale, Margie N., by Runnymede, with a 
filly by Sarada, which went for $600. 

Eighteen head were withdrawn from tne sale 
after being catalogued. Two of these, Harriet and 
Sonorena, had died, and the others were with- 
drawn because Mr. Cooper said he felt that busi- 
ness conditions generally were turning upward, 
and that he would need them to keep Rancho San 
Luis Rey stocked to full capacity.

Two Thousand Guineas 


HE first of England's wartime substitute races 

for its traditional 3-year-old classics, the 
Two Thcusand Guineas, was run at Newmarket 
Wednesday, May 1. A field of 20 came out for the 
mile race, and the result was a striking confirma- 
tion of 2-year-old form. Last year the top French 
colt, Djebel, was shipped across the Channel to 
win the Middle Park Stakes, with another 
French-bred colt, Tant Mieux, second, and the 
good filly Godiva third. For the Two Thousand 
substitute, Djebel once more crossed over from 
France, was ridden by E. C. Elliott, and scored a 
victory which confirmed the fears of English 
sportsmen that the current crop of English 3-year- 
olds is only fair to middling. 


Only the bare result of the Guineas is available 
to THE BLOOD-HORSE at present. The Aga Khan's 
Stardust, by Hyperion, was second, and the 
Maharajeh of Kchlapur’s Tant Mieux, by As- 
terus. was third. William Woodward’s American- 
bred Bladen, by *Sir Gallahad III, was unplaced.

substitute race run at Newmarket May 3, but it 
was another daughter of Hyperion, Edmond 
Harmsworth’s Godiva, at 10 to 1, which proved 
the winner. Godiva drew away at the end to win 
by five lengths from Golden Penny, with Sir Mal- 
colm McAlpine’s Allure, by Sir Cosmo, four 
lengths farther back, in the field of 11 3-year-old 
fillies.

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Good Racing and Plenty 


ONDON, April 22.-Anticipation that, bombs 

barred, we should be allowed a fair measure 
of wartime racing has been fulfilled beyond the 
expectations of the most sanguine. I had thought 
that the authorities might permit the Jockey Club 
to arrange a fixture list that would provide four 
or five programs each week, and the April-May 
schedule, published last February, was roughly in 
accordance with this prediction. But the recently 
announced Jockey Club fixtures for June, July, 
and August are of almost normal proportions. 
There are only eight days during this period when 
there will be no racing. On 24 days there will be 
two meetings, and on three days there will be 
three meetings clashing. In brief, during the 
three summer months there will be 101 race pro- 
grams, compared with the normal 140 as arranged 
last year. 

We had nothing like this allowance of racing 
during the 1914-18 affair, and the fact that the 
government is satisfied to permit so much sport 
is not without its larger significance. It certainly 
strikes a note of confidence that wiil have a good 
effect in many quarters, and if the fixtures are 
carried through according to plan it will mean 
that the racing and breeding industries will not 
suffer undue hardship. But I confess to a slight 
fear that the almost lavish rations may give the 
anti-sport zealots the opportunity to play upon the 
feelings of every man, woman, and child in the 
kingdom. In the last war, this reaction of the 
“public conscience’? was perpetually interfering 
with racing plans, and there were spasmodic 
periods when the sport was stopped altogether. 
The possibility of similar experiences cannot be 
ruled out, particularly if the situation on the 
battle-fronts undergoes a change for the worse. 

Although we still miss the important gather- 
ings at Epsom, Ascot, Goodwood, Sandown, and 
York, the revised fixture list provides some com- 
pensations. The New Derby and Oaks will be run 
at the mid-week meetings at Newbury on June 12 
and 13, and later in the month, on Friday and 
Saturday, June 21-22, there will be a meeting at 
Newmarket under the control of the Ascot au- 
thority. This should be a highly popular week- 
end, and although the stakes will not be compar- 
able in value with a real Ascot, they will be pretty 
substantial. All the events are sweepstakes and 
over £8,000 will be given in added money. The 
first day’s program will comprise the Gold Cup, 
value £200 with £1,000 added, Ribblesdale Stakes, 
King George Stakes, Coventry Stakes, Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes, and Wokingham Stakes. On 
the second day the popular handicaps Royal Hunt 
Cup and Ascot Stakes, and the Hardwicke Stakes, 
Queen Mary Stakes, Britannia Stakes, and Wind- 
sor Castle Stakes will be run. 


Lighthouse II's Good Race 


AST week's meetings at Edinburgh, Newmar- 
ket, Alexandra Park, and Haydock Park, and 
the sport at the two days of the Craven fixture at 
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headquarters reached a high level. I cannot say 
that I like the July course quite so well as that of 
the Rowley Mile, but all the Newmarket tracks 
are tip-top and Clerk of the Course Mr. Marriott 
is to be most heartily complimented upon the 
splendid condition of the going on the Bunbury 
Mile last week. Chief interest centered in the 
events for 3-year-olds and it can be said right 
away that the most impressive performance in 
these classic trials was that put up by Lord 
Derby’s French-bred colt Lighthouse II in winning 
the Column Stakes (1m.), worth £449. There 
were 16 starters, and Lighthouse II, giving weight 
ranging from four to 11 pounds to all rivals, 
started a warm favorite at 13 to 8 against. He 
was chopped for speed in the early stages, but 
came through his field in smooth style in the last 
two furlongs comfortably, without having had a 
hara race, by a length from Sir Humphrey de 
Trafford’s Golden Tiger (rec. eight pounds) with 
Mrs. C. Rich’s Bold Nick (rec. four pounds) half a 
length away third, and H. E. Morriss’ Paques 
fourth. 

In France last year, Lighthouse II had the dis- 
tinction of twice beating Djebel, and was in turn 
beaten by Marcel Boussac’s colt. On the balance 
of form, there was little between them, though the 
French handicapper rated Djebel a few pounds 
the superior. Lighthouse II is by the defunct 
Pharos out of that good winner-producer Pyramid, 
by Papyrus out of Trestle, by Swynford out of 
Keystone II, by Persimmon, so that the colt car- 
ries the best blood in Lord Derby’s stud. He is not 
a big ’un and I was not much taken with his ap- 
pearance in the paddock, but he looks real good in 
action. 

Golden Tiger, by Scarlet Tiger out of Fleche 
d’Or II, the dam of Golden Sovereign, is a colt of 
great possibilities, and many people are of the 
opinion that he will prove Captain Boyd-Rochfort’s 
best for the Derby. He has some furnishing to do 
as yet, and may, or may not,.shape up into a 
champion. I cannot say that I am enamored of 
his pedigree. 

Bold Nick, by Bold Archer, gained third place 
probably because he was fitter tnan the others. 
I doubt his being up to classic standard. A much 
more likely sort is Paques, a half-brother to the 
Guineas and Eclipse winner Pasch. This son of 
Singapore was making his first appearance on a 
race course, and he ran with distinct promise. 
Like his illustrious half-brother, Paques has a 
wall-eye, and he resembles Pasch in general make 
and shape, though cast in a bigger mold. It is 
strange that on the day that he made his debut 
his dam, Pascha, died after foaling a chestnut 
colt by Solario. 


British Empire's Failure 

EXT to the Column Stakes, the most im- 

portant 3-year-old test at the meeting was 
the Craven Stakes (1m.), of £699 value. There 
were 14 runners, and the two favorites, Lord 
Glanely’s British Empire and the Aga Khan's 
Bashir finished fourteenth and thirteenth, re- 
spectively! The race was won by Lord Hirst’s 
colt Prince Tetra, a son of Tetratema from Prin- 
cess Sublime, by King William. He scored by 


three lengths from Lord Portal’s very nice colt 
Medley (by Colorado Kid), with W. Murray’s De- 
fiant (by Caerleon) third, and Lord Rosebery’s 
Hippius (by Hyperion) fourth. Turkhan and Oli- 
con were among the also-rans. 

British Empire’s complete failure was a bitter 
disappointment to Lord Glanely, who had set 
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great store on the son of Colombo and Rose of 
England. I wrote of the colt on more than one 
occasion last season that, brilliant as he was in his 
day, I feared that he had a “temperament” and 
that the kink was more pronounced than it was 
in his sire Colombo and his grandsire Manna. 
That opinion was confirmed by his Craven Stakes 
running. He went away in the lead for five fur- 
longs and then declined to do anything and fin- 
ished last. The form cannot be reconciled with 
his 2-year-old running, nor with his displays in 
some home gallops. The colt has the ability, and 
may one day consent to show what he can do ona 
race course, but he is not to ke trusted. For my 
part, I shall leave him severely alone. 

Bashir ran no better than did British Empire 
and I think that the son of Bahram is soft. 

There were 20 runners for the Free Handicap 
(7f.), worth £594, but they were not a particularly 
distinguished company. The winner was H. Les- 
ter’s Beresford colt Salt Spring, whicn started at 
long odds and scored by a neck from Francois 
Dupre’s filly Tornade (by Tourbillon), with Lady 
Violet Henderson’s gelding Love’s Revelry (by 
Reveillon) third. Hyland Brume, Trois Pistoles, 
Moradabad, Cameron, Coeur des Bois, and Winter- 
halter were most notable of the unplaced. I doubt 
if the form amounts to much, though Tornade 
finished very fast. 

A more impressive One Thousand trial was that 
put up by Lord Astor’s grand filly Golden Penny, 
in landing the odds laid on her for the Severals 
Stakes (7f.), a race worth £277, confined to 3- 
year-old fillies. There were 14 runners, and I 
doubt if Golden Penny beat much, but the daugh- 
ter of Hyperion and Pennycomequick accom- 
plished her task in the most pleasing style imagin- 
able. Some three months ago I heard that the 
filly was not thriving, but she has evidently gone 
the right way since then, and her appearance and 
action left nothing to be desired last week. 


2-Year-Old Racing 


HERE were two or three interesting 2-year-old 

events at the Newmarket meeting. Lord 
Derby won the Fitzwilliam Stakes with a nice 
colt named Orange River, by Fairway out of Or- 
gandie, by Sansovino. There were 20 runners for 
this race, and backers fell over themselves to sup- 
port Lord Carnarvon's $6,000 Saratoga purchase 
Reno Decree, with the result that he started at a 
shade of odds-on.

HE other big event at the Newbury meeting 

last week was the Spring Cup, a mile handi- 
cap worth £835 to the owner of the winner, popu- 
lar Sir Abe Bailey, whose 4-year-old, Meadow, 
supplemented the success of Caerloptic in the 
same colors 12 months ago. In accord with ex- 
pectations it was a great race, truly run owing to 
the fast pace set by Davy Dolittle, Ombro, and 
Lover’s Fate. Luck in the draw enabled Meadow, 
confidently ridden by Michael Beary, to get up 
virtually in the last stride to beat King Legend, 
a vastly improved French-bred son of Dark Leg- 
end out of Queen Iseult. Owned by James V. 
Rank, the runner-up has developed into a grand 
type of Thoroughbred, is bound to benefit from 
the outing and seems destined for a successful 
season. Apparently his connections have consid- 
erable faith in his ability since King Legend holds 
numerous immediate engagements and promises 
to be a fighting factor for the valuable Hurst 
Park Jubilee or the Manchester Cup next month. 
The fate of Ombro was sealed at the start. Un- 
lucky to draw the worst position, Boyd-Rochfort’s 
charge was out clear at six furlongs, failed to 
overcome the drawback of racing alone and was 
eased when the issue appeared settled.

Ticca Gari, third in the Lincolnshire, was con- 
fidently backed to make amends and again fin- 
ished third without ever seriously threatening his 
conquerors, thus confirming my view that the 
form shown on the Carholme was not of great ac- 
count. Joe Lawson, the Manton trainer, must be 
awarded full marks for the way he produced 
Meadow, a well balanced son of Fairway, out of 
Silver Mist, which won two of his three races as 
a 2-year-old and was then regarded as only two 
pounds inferior to the Derby winner, Blue Peter. 
Unfortunately Meadow suffered a setback in his 
second season but appears to have been coaxed 
back to his best form again. A week earlier 
Meadow had failed by inches to secure third place 
to Black Speck and Heavy Weight in the Liver- 
pool Spring Cup after being denied a clear run on 
the rails. 

Allure’s victory for Sir Malcolm McAlpine in 
the One Thousand Guineas Trial Plate (7 fur- 
longs) was not only decisively achieved at the ex- 
pense of the consistent Thyrse, but also informa- 
tive in suggesting that this brilliant daughter of 
Sir Cosmo should get a mile. But over the Oaks 
distance, I prefer the longer-striding and more 
compactly built Thyrse, a true Hyperion filly 
whose stamina qualifications are undoubted. 
Merry Devon, third in the Newbury affair, is an- 
other which shows considerable scope. She is a 
daughter of Colombo out of Devon Lass.
